Washington, October 16.—British 
rejection of the American proposal 
for a treaty to extend the right of 
search of vessels up to 12 miles 
off shore was contained in a note 
handed to Secretary Hughes today, by 
Ambassador Geddes. The communi- 
eation was in-reply to Mr. Hughes’ 
note of June 26, setting out diffi- 
culties encountered by American pro- 
hibition enforcement officers in 
checking the illicit flow of intoxi- 
cants into the United States. 

Secretary Hughes made public his 
correspondence with the ambassador 
without comment. There was noth- 
ing to indicate that any further step 
to extend the right of search for 
American prohibition officers ‘beyond 
the three-mile limit was in prospect.

On Ships Issued 


New York, October 16.—The legal 
battle to determine the right of for- 
eign-owned ships to enter ports in the 
United States with liquor aboard was 
opened tonight with the issuing by 
United States District Attérney Hay- 
ward of a reply to the bills in equity 
brought by five foreign steamship 
companies to restrain enforcement of 


rying of liquor on vessels entering 
American ports. 

The reply makes, in the main, four 
contentions: 

That the district court, before 
which the cases are to be heard to- 
morrow morning, has no jurisdiction 
in the matter; that the suits are 
really against the United States gow 
ernment; that they do not show that 
the government has consented-«to be 


any basis for an action in equity. 
Grounds of Defense. 

Upon these grounds the defense of 
Secretary of the Treasury Mellon, 
Henry C. Stuart, acting collector of 
customs for the port of New York, 
and Ralph A. Day, federal prohibition 
director for the state of New York, 
who are made defendants in the suits 
brought by the companies, will be 
built in court tomorrow. 

Mr. Hayward, who is acting for 
Secretary Mellon, in the reply an- 
swers specifically the ground upon 
which the requests for injunctions 
are based.

“It has been yy Leryn of 
the ships engaged in the illegal smug- 
gling of liquor into the United States 
are registered under the British flag 
and that large quantities of liquor 
are carried by such vessela ftom the 
Bahama islands and from Bermuda. 
It appears that, in order to evade the 
customs officers and prohibition 
agents of the United States, the per- 
sons engaged in this illicit traffic of 
smuggling liquor into the United 
States from the Bahama islands have 
adopted the practice of packing the 
liquor so that it can be easily taken 
ashore in the United States. 

“Liquor is placed in triangular 
shaped packages consisting of.six bot- 
tles carefully sewed in burlap so that 
it can very easily be unloaded and 
even a sinall ship can carry 2 very 
large consignment in a comparatively 
small hold space, Liquor is carried 
on both large and small ships; schoo1- 
ers carry cargoes out to sea from 
Nassau and unload them off the coast 
of the United States, and smaller 
boats carry their cargoes to Bimini and 
Gun Key, and from these it is 
transported to West Palm Beach, Day- 
tona and Fort Lowendale. A list of 
vessels said to be plying between the 
United States and the Bahamas is 
herewith enclosed : 

“This department’s attention has 
been drawn to the ease with which it 
seems vessels of American register are 
transferred to British registry for 
the purpose of preventing the authori- 
ties of the United States from tak- 
ing the necessary steps to thwart these 
smuggling rations. It is under-

“There is information before the de- 
partment indicating that the authori- 
ties at the Bahama Islands have in 
many cases issued two sets of clear- 
ance papers to ships which have taken 
on board cargoes of liquor. It is 
said that persons engaged in this traf- 
fic have openly made the statement 
that they have no trouble in obtain- 
ing from the Bahamas customs offi- 
cials one set of clearance paperg for 
a cargo of liquor declared to be des- 
tined for Halifax, Tampico, or St. 
Pierre and other clearance papers is- 
sued ‘in ballast’ for an American port. 
This procedure is adopted by the li- 
quor smugglers so that the ship may 
come within unloading distance of 
American shores, and if caught with 
a cargo of ~ en on board the mas- 
ter can exhibit the clearance to Mex- 
ico or Canada; if the ship has suc- 
ceeded in unloading the cargo on the 
shore without being captured, it pro- 
ceeds into an American port with the 
second clearance papers, 

“The situation with which the au- 
thorities of this government are con- 
fronted has become so serious that 
this government feels prompted to in- 
quire whether your government would 
be disposed to enter into a treaty for 
the purpose of cheeking the illegal 
practices in question. uch a treaty 
might contain reciprocal provisions 
authorizing the authorities of each 
government to exercise a right of 
search of vessels of the other beyond 
the three-mile limit of territoria] wa- 
ters to the extent of 12 miles from 
the shore. It would appear that no 
inconvenience would be experienced 
as a result of the exercise of such a 
right by vessels engaged in legitimate 
trade between Nassau and Halifax. 
It is evidently natural for such ves- 
sels to take a direct route to Hat- 
teras and then a direct course to Dia- 
mond Shoals _ lighthouse and from 
thence to HaMfax. Apparently this 
course brings vessels at no point with- 
ing four leagues of the American 
shore.

Foreign Seamen 


Supply of Wine 


But It'll be Mighty Dry on 
All American Boats — 
Hereafter.

Washington, October 16—Foreign 
Seamen. will probably come out win- 
ners a8 a result of the additional seven 
days of grace just granted by prohibi- 
tion commissioner Haynes to Amer-) 
ican ships sailing home, and to for- 
eign ships in- American territorial 
waters. 

That fcreign seamen shall not be 


denied their daily quota of liquor as 
required by the laws of their respec- 
tive nations, is expected to be the 
principal outcome of the injunction ar- 
guments to be held before federal 
judge Learned Hand in New York, 
‘Tuesday. 

Pending determination of this ques- 
tion, Haynes has deemed it advisable 
not only to extend the day of grace 
from October 14 to October 21, but to 
withhold promulgation of any en- 
forcement regulations. 


Must Furnish Wine. 


French, [italian, and Spanish ship- 
pers are required by law to furnish 
about a quart of wine daily to their 
crews, and the injunction suit to be 
urgued on behalf of the French line 
raises this point., 

So far, French ships in American 
ports have been permitted to furnish 
their crews the specified amount of 
liquor, this ration would be denied 
within the three-mile limit. This spec- 
ification by. the French line is the only 
point of difference between its injunc- 
tion suit and that of the Cunard line 
suit. 

In the same spirit of compromise, 
prohibition headquarters is expected to 
recommend a provision for the con- 
tinued importation of liquor by dip- 
lomats. The unwritten law of dip- 
lomatic courtesy, it was said, would 
seem to require a modification of the 
Daugherty liquor ruling as originally 
announced. 
‘ Plan is Suggested. 


A plan expected to be suggested by 
the prohibition unit to make this im- 
portation possible, is said to provide 
a system of sealed consignments of 
liguor transported without interfernce 
into American ports. Proper safe- 
guards, it was said, will be suggested 
to prevent. this liquor from falling 
into other hands. 

Meantime, Secretaries Hughes and 
Mellon are expected to iron out the 
international phases of the Daugherty 
ruling as applying particularly to the 
daily liquor quotas of foreign seamen. 

Ultimately, it was said, President 
Harding may find it expedient to ask 
congress for modifications of the in- 
ternational phases of the Volstead act 
both to avoid complications with pow- 
ers most friendly to America and to 
protect the commerce of American in- 
sular possessions.

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Since the football season started I 
have been perusing carefnily the re- 


ports from all sections of the games 
played, and an odd fact stands out. 
n about seventy games, in which more 
than 200 touchdowns have been mude, 
I find only one case in which any 
play save a drop kick has been at- 
tempted in making the additional point 
after touchdown. On_ that. occasion 
I don’t know what the play was to 
have been, for a fumble stopped it. 

The number of goals booted is an en- 
couraging sign that the new rule has 
had the effect of improving drop kick- 
ing. Nearly four-fifths of all goals 
tried were scored, so that the percent- 
age missed in cases where the printed 
reports indicated how the sceres were 
made or missed is only slightly less 
than the percentage made from place- 
| ment, 

The idea that the new rule would 
result in tries by forward passing, 
by running, plainly was erroneous. It 
is probable very few will'use anything 
except the drop kick unless the seore 
‘8 So one-sided a point makes no dif- 
ference. 

The try for goal from drop kick adds 
a little more thrill of anxiety, but 
nothing more, and I doubt whether 
even then it adds as much as under 
the old system where the try was from 
angles. 

It looks as if the new rule has 
failed to satisfy, and that it probably 
will be amended. A great many of 
the coaches want to return to the old 
Style of carrying the ball straight out 
from where the touchdown was made 
and the goal kicked from that angle. 
Walter Camp objects strenuously to 
this. The ground of his objection is 
that it imposes a penalty upon the 
team which scores by hard work and 
line plunging and gives the advantage 
to the team scoring by forward pass- 
ing or long runs. However, it is as 
fair for one as for the other, and the 
rule as it now stands places a heavy 
penalty upon the team which happens 
to lack a good drop kicker. 

Lhe world series raises the old 
question of the difference between 
American and National league base- 
ball. Every player and every éxpert 
will tell you that there is a difference, 
but no one I ever have found has been 
able to tell just what it is. 

GIANT PITCHERS 
SMART. 

The Yankees, a great hitting aggre- 
gation, were held at bay in the first 
two games by pitching that hardly 
would: have won in the National 
league. Yet it was no fluke, for Nehf 
ard Barnes pitched not only good 
ball but smart ball. It was evident 
that the Giants knew more about the 
Yankee batters than the Yankees 
knew about the Giants, and also that 
the pitchers were better coached and 
instructed as to what to use to each. 

The Yankee pitchers repeatedly 
pitched high to Frisch, for instance, 
and used speed against Groh. ‘The 
Giant pitchers lobbed slow ones to 
Ruth and Meusel and stopped long 
hitting. 

Scott was the astonishing feature. 
He is one of the wisest ball players in 
the business, yet in the first two 
games he was constantly out of posi- 
tion when hits were made, playiug 
close to second when the ball was 
‘hit up toward third, and close to third 
when the batters hit near second. It 
was evident that either the batters 
were hitting where they do not nor- 
mally hit, or that-the pitchers were 
not pitching where they were ordered 
to pitch. | Anyhow, Scott’s misplaying 
his position gave the Giants enough 
to win the first game and tie the 
second. 

RUTH FOOLED 
| MEUSEL. 

Meusel made a bad mistake for the 
Giants in the second game when he 
kept playing clear around in center 
field and far out for Ruth. In the 
press box repeatedly the reporters 
ealled attention to it, and finally Ruth 
stepped around and sliced a hit in that 
direction and got a double. Had he 
done that oftener instead of slamming 
away for homé runs it would have been 
a different story at that point.

Clark Raps Forbes. 


Bennett C. Clark, of Missouri, son 
of the late denfécratic speaker of the 
national house of representatives, and 
national committeeman of the legion 
from his state, tonight issued a state- 
ment in which he deprecated what he 
described as an effort on the part ot 
Colonel C. R. Forbes, director of the 
United States veterans’ bureau, to raise 
the issue of domestic and overseas war 
service among legionnaires. “ Clark’s 
statement followed a comment of 
Forbes yesterday, in which, after as- 
serting that neither the administration 
nor the veterans’ bureau was interested 
in the selection of a national com- 
mander for the legion to succeed Han- 
ford MacNider, he added that per- 
sonally .he had hoped to see some man 
chosen “who had served overseas and 
had been actively with a combat unit.” 

The remark was construed by sup- 
porters of William F. Deegan, of New 
York, a candidate for national com- 
mander, as being directed at Deegan’s 
eandidacy. 

In his statement tonight Clark said: 

Bitterly Resented. 

“Colonel Forbes of the veterans’ bu- 
reau has seen fit to attack William F. 
Deegan, of New York, because he did 
not have overseas service. This at- 
tack will be bitterly resented by every 
member of the American Legion who 
has at heart the fundamental purposes 
of ‘the organization. 

“T was chairman of the caucus at 
Paris at which the American Legion 
was formed. I attended the meetings 
of the committee on constitution which 
fixed the qualifications for members 
of the legion. A proposition was made 
at that gathering, composed as it was 
of overseas men, to limit the member- 
ship of the legion to “members of the 

. EB. After a discussion it was 
unanimously voted down, even its pro- 
poser voting against it. It was the 
sense of that meeting that our com- 
rades who had entered the service but 
who through the contingencies of war 
had not been. sent overseas were just 
as brave, just as patriotic: and just as 
eager to serve their country as the 
men who happened to be in France at 
the moment of. the armistice. « 

“From the day of the Paris caucus 
until.the present convention I have 
neyer, heard a single serious sugges- 
tion’ of an effort to make a division 
between the men who happened to 
serve overseas and the men who hap- 
pened to serve in the states. 

“Such discrimination as 8 
emphasizing the fact that Colonel 
Forbes is himself‘not a disabled man, 
though he heads the bureau cha 
with the care of thousands of our dis- 
abled buddies.”

-'The 
surplus of labor, due to the fact that 
cotton picking is out of the way, and 
the yields corn being Re cf light 
indicate that the crop will be out of 
the fields earlier than in any - pre- 
vious season. 

Cotton. 


Picking has been completed in Flor- 
ida, and is from 75 to 90 per cent fin- 
ished in South Carolina, Alabama, 
and Georgia and well advanced in 
North Carolina and Tennessee. The 
rain was of too short duration, and 
too much of the cotton was already 
gathered for anygmarked deterioration 


to occur. 
Potatoes. 

Late sweet potatoes have improved 
materially, but there is Gparizenate 
cumplaint of light yields and 
quality in the early crop. Fall ish 
potatoes have been bene itted, but are 
still below ayerage. 

Miscellaneous. 

The commercial peannt crop has 
ecommenced to move, but the: yields 
are comet light and unsatisfactory.

There is, of course, an excess

ing the spring and summer. 


There is also the heavy crop movement 


now well under way, but, in addition, there is a much heavier movement 


‘of general freight resulting from the generally increased industrial ac- 
The car service division of the American Railway associatior 


reports that a total of 998,381 cars were loaded with revenue freight 


_during the week k ending September 


This was within in 3 per cent of the 
record loading in the history of Amer- 
dean railroads which took place dur- 
ing the week of October 15, 1920. It 
is also the largest number loaded dur- 
dng any week since October 22, 1920, 
when the total was 1,008,818 cars. 
Compared with the preceding week 
‘this year it was an increase of 15,090 
cars and ex d the corresponding 
week last year by 83,550 cars, and 
Jacked only 3,902 cars of equally the 
aecrpapending week of 1920.

It is not at all surprising, there- 
fore, that some of the railroad man- 
agers are putting forward the sugges- 
fson that the railroads be given a leg- 
islative holiday. They say that if 
congress and the forty-eight state leg- 
islatures will give them a rest for the 
next five or ten years they will be 
able to put the railroads on their feet 
and to reestablish the transportation 
system of the country on a basis com- 
mensurate with its commercial and 
industrial needs. 

Seek Protection. 

It is quite understandable that the 
roads should seek protection from the 
inordinate exactions of labor, for ex- 
ample, but it is a sad commentary on 
our system of government that the 
roads should seek protection against 
the government itself. The answer 
is, of course, that most of our law- 
makers are small politicians and that 
baiting the railroads has been an oc- 
cupation for political demagogues for 
some years in the hope of winning 
popular favor. The only remedy is 
to make the public understand the 
pernicious effects of such legislation 
and the penalty it is called upon to 
pay for a disorganized transportation 
system. 

That idea is beginning to be under- 
stood and the demand is therefore in- 
creasing for constructive legislation 
if at all. As a matter of fact, all in- 
dustry would be better off for a legis- 
lative holiday and for less interfer- 
‘ence of government in business.

cere desire of Mustapha Kemal Pasha 
to avoid war and not to the British 
display of force which prevented war 
in the Near East, a war which would 
have soon assumed the proportion of 
the great world conflict, M. Franklin- 
Bouillon, the special French envoy at 
the recent Mudania conference told 
nearly a hundred newspapermen of 
fifteen nations who gathered at the for- 
eign office tonight to hear the French 
delegate tell about his mission. 

“It has been said in England that 


the British fleet and British troops 
alone halted the victorious Kemal: 
ists,” said Mr. Franklin-Bouillon. 
“The truth is that every time force 
was used and the British troops were 
reinforced negotiations with Mustapha 
emnal Pasha became increasingly 
more difficult. 

“The peaceful efforts of France al- 
ways intervened just in time to pre- 
vent open warfare and, had it not 
been for France, peace would not have 
been realized. In this connection, I 
wish to pay tribute to the consistent 
struggle the Turkish commander waged 
to maintain peaceful relations with the 
alltes. He accomplished this in the 
face of a victorious army which was 
within but forty kilometers of their 
capital, Constantinople.” 

“The conference must not be de- 
layed thuch longer if peace is to be 
maintained, because Kemal Pasha can 
not withhold indefinitely his victori- 
ous army and Jeaders who naturally 
desire their capital. In regard to 
Thrace the Turkish commander’s mam 
point was that unless the allies gave 
rigid guarantees that the Greeks 
would not Surn the towns in their 
retreat the Turks would only find a 
‘shell’ with nothing in it when they 
actually occupied the country. The 
Turkish nationalists were right be- 
cause I have the actuat proof that the 
Greeks, in retreating from Anatolia, 
burned and pillaged worse than the 
Germans ever conceived of doing. 


Greeks Burned Smyrna? 

“There was not a city or a town 
in the line of retreat in Anatolia that 
the Greek army did not burn more 
savagely and wantonly than the Ger- 
mans ever did. The Grecks made a 
million Turkish men, women and 
children homeless by burning more 
than 100,000 homes.” .

To Smoke Screen 


Commendation of G. O. P. 
~Congress Believed Mere 
Barrage to I}usion Voters. 


Constitution Bureau, 
Hotel. 

Washington, October  16.—(By 
Constitution Leased Wire.)-——Presi- 
dent Harding’s commendation of the 
republican congress yesterday, as 
contained in a letter to Floor Leader 
of the House Mondell, is looked upon 
at the capital by observers as the 
usual smoke barrage sent up just 
previous to national elections, and is 
eonsidered a reply to an 8S. O. 8. call 
from republican leaders in the face 
of threatening political disaster in 
November. 

The letter is also cénstrued as a 
personal boost to Mr. Mondell’s race 
for the senate in Wyoming, where 
Senator Kendrick, democrat, appears 
to have the best of things. 

This missive was intended for the 
country in geireral, especially those 
sections in which the republican con- 
gress has come to be known as a “‘do- 
nothing” body, it was pointed out to- 
day. It will be placarded throughout 
all doubtful territory as presidential 
approval of the legislative achieve- 
ments of the congress, observers be- 
lieve. 

Scorching Rejoinders. 

The nature of its effectiveness, 
however, is a matter of dispute. Al- 
ready it has precipitated scorching 
democratic rejoinders, which charge 
republican leaders with trying to 
strengthen their campaign by inject- 
ing President Harding personally into 
the race. 

Some months ago when criticism 
against Mr. Harding was rife and 
about on an equal par with congress, 
majority leaders would have been con- 
tent to conduct the campaign without 
assistance from the white house, it 
being a matter of controversy with 
which the president’s praise would 
have helned neither. 

Since then conditions have changed. 
Congress continues to remain in the 
limelight chiefly for its lack of tead- 
ership and legislative failures, while 
the latter nart of the session tended 
to elevate President Harding in cer- 
tain parts of the country. 

e Harding Steck Up. 

For example, his veto of the bonus 
bill and final deeision to take a pro- 
neunced stand on the industrial situ- 
ation raised his stock in the eyes of 
many, it is said. At any rate the 
bonus veto and industrial action re- 
moved Mr. Harding temporarily from 
the category of politics, in which the 
republican congress still finds itself. 

All of which, it is argued, places 
the white house in a position to “help” 
the political cause in November. 

Democratic leaders, it is declared, 
have some excellent material for dis- 
yew the smoke screen laid down 
y the president. 

In writing the epistle. which gives 
promise of becoming famous in the 
annals of political literature, the 
president is charged with heroically 
overlooking his own troubles with a 
refractory congress. Tending to this, 
it was pointed out that there was 
not a word about the bonus, nor the 
ship subsidy, which Mr. Harding 
thought so impertant that he sent a 
special message to congress demand-; 
ing it. 

Fears Democrat House. 

Critics of the administration have 
recalled that the letter contained no} 
reference to the three-quarter billion 
deficit, for which congress is largely 
responsible. 

Concretely, as democratic rejoinders 
expressed it, the president fears a 
democratic house in the next con- 
gress, and it was his job to give some 
sort of cabinet to the legislative end 
the government, particularly in 
view of the fact that many of the 
republicans were slipping badly. 

In the battle with the facts of the 
congressional record, the president 
won, it is said, but having won it, he 
has shot his bolt, some say, and 
would, like Camillus, go back to the 
plow. 

The following statement of the sub- 
ject was issued tonight by chairman 
Cordell Hull, of the democratic nation- 
al committee. 

Hull Statement. 

“President Harding’s letter to 
Floor Leader Mondell in which he 
praises the work of the republican 
congress is in effect a plea for the 
reelection of the republican “do noth- 
ing congress.” : 

“With the exception of the republic- 
an members defeated in the primaries, 
practically the entire membership of 
this congress are candidates for re-elec- 
tion and when President Harding asks 
the American — to approve this 
congress, he asks for its re-election. 

“It is befitting to appraise the gen- 
eral results,’ (of the congress) says 
President Harding, which have been 
so helpful to American welfare. 

Round About Way. 

“This is the Harding | roundabout 
way of doing what President Wilson 
did in 1918 in a direct way when he 
asked for the election of a democratic 
congress to aid him in making a just 
peace, for which he was criticized 
and abused by republican leaders, re- 
publican speakers, and the reactionary 
republican press. 

“President Wilson’s plea was for 
the continuance of a congress to sus- 
tain an administration which had en- 
tered upon and was successfully con- 
ducting a great war, and which he 
deemed necessary to the making of a 
successful and just peace. It came 
at a time when the republicans in 
the senate were plotting to disparage 
him and deprive his administration of 
credit for what it had already done 
and what it planned to do. 

“President Harding’s plea, on the 
other hand, in effect, asks the Amer- 
ican people to condone the faults of 
a congress already discredited in the 
eyes of the American people and re- 
pudiated and denounce by republican 
leaders, including a member of his 
own cabinet and the honest and in- 
telligent element of the republican 


press.
